Kids in school seem to use a 
fairly consistent strategy. Even 
the good students use it much 
of die time; the bad students 
nm U all the time; and every­ 
one uses it when they feel under 
pressure. One way of describ­ 
ing this strategy is to say that 
it is answer - centered rather 
than problem-centered The dif­ 
ference can best be seen by 
comparing die way in which 
the two kinds of people deal 
with a problem. 
The problem-centered person 
sees a problem aa a statement 
about a situation, from which 
something bas been left out. In 
ether words, there is bi this 
situation a relationship or con­ 
sequence that has not been 
stated and that must be found. 
He attacks the problem by 
dunking about the situation, by 
trying to create it whole in his 
mind When he sees it whole, 
he knows which part has been 
left out, and the answer conies 
almost by Itself. 
But most children in school 
are answer-centered rather than 
problem-centered. They see a 
problem as a kind of announce­ 
ment that, far off in some 
mysterious Answerland, there Is 
an answer, which they are sup­ 
posed to go out and find. 


Some children begin right 
away to try to pry this answer 
out of the mind of the teacher. 
Little children know, especially 
if they are cute-looking, that if 
they look baffled or frightened 
enough, teacher will usually 
ted them what they need to 
know.

civilizations, he said. 
About 300 A. D., Christianity be­ 
gan to spread, but the country 
was soon oven un by Huns, Av­ 
ars and Magyars. With the de­ 
feat of the M agy ens in OK AD., 
the House of Badenburg gained 
ascendancy, and began a reign 
characterized by pence a n d 
scholarship, which lasted until 
the mid-lith century. 
The Hamburgs then gained 
control, and retained K for al­ 
most OOO years, until 1918. In 
1438, Duke Albert V of Austria 
received the crown of the Holy 
Roman Empire, and the Haps* 
burgs retained the crown far 
almost 400 years, by a cornbin* 
tion of wars, diplomacy and 
successful marriages. 
Turning his attention to cul­ 
tural achievements, 
Strieker 
said that the University of Vien­ 
na was founded in 1383, and tbe 
gothic cathedral of St. Stephens 
was begun in 1359. Baroque ar­ 
chitecture 
characterized 
the 
17th and 18th centuries. 
Music is the most highly de­ 
veloped art in Austria, accord­ 
ing to Strieker, and dates back 
to the folk songs of the Middle 
Ages. Vienna and Salzburg be­ 
came the musical center af Eu­ 
rope, be said. Gluck, Haydn, 
Mozart, Schubert, Beethoven, 
Brahms, Mater, and, especially, 
Johann Strauss, are among the 
musicians the city claims. Hie

One thing we see in our intel­ 
ligent children is that they are 
intensely involved with life. 
These children ac, ma if they 
thought the universe made some 
sense. They check their answers 
and their thoughts against com­ 
mon sense, while other children, 
not expecting answers to make 
sense, not knowing what is 
sense, see no point in checking, 
no waty of checking. Yet the dif­ 
ference may go deeper than this. 
It seems as if what we call in­ 
telligent children feel that the 
universe can be trusted even 
wnen it does not seem to make 
any sense, that even when you 
don’t understand it you can be 
fairly sure that it is not Boing 
to play dirty tricks on you. How 
close this is in spirit to the re­ 
mark of Einstein’s, “I cannot be­ 
lieve that God plays dice with 
the universe.” 


I 
In the July 1958 Scientific 
American, in the article “Pro­ 
file of Creativity,” there is the 
following apt con parison: 
The creative scientist analys­ 
es a problem slowly and care­ 
fully, then proceeds rapidly with 
a solution. The less creative 
man Is apt to flounder in dis­ 
organized attempts to get a 
quick answer. 
How often have we seen 
our answer - grabbers get ta­ 


ll to trouble. The fact is that 
problems and answers are sim­ 
ply different ways of looking at 
I a relationship, a structure, an 
order. A problem is a picture 
with a piece missing; die an­ 
swer is the missing piece. The 
children who take time to see 
and feel and grip the problem, 
soon find that the answer is 
there. The ones who get in trou­ 
ble are the ones who see a 
problem as an order to start 
running at top speed from a 
1 given starting point, in an un­ 
known direction, to an unknown 
|j destination. They dub after 
■the answer before they have 
I considered the problem. What's 
I their big hurry? 


The good thinker takes his 
time and looks at the problem. 
Is the difference merely a mat­ 
ter of a skill ta 
a 
technique which, with ingenuity 
and hick, we might teach and 
train into children? I'm afraid 
not. The good thinker can take 
his lime because be can tol­ 
erate uncertainty, he can stand 
not knowing. The poor thinker 
cant stand not knowing; it 
I drives him crazy. 
This cannot be completely ex­ 
plained by the fear of being 
wrong. No doubt this fear puts, 
say. Monica under heavy pres­ 
sure; but Hal is under the same 
pressure, and maybe I am as 
well. Monica is not alone in 
wanting to be right and fearing 
to be wrong. What is involved 
here is another insecurity, the 
insecurity of not having any an­ 
swer to a problem. Monica 
wants tie right answer, yes; 
but what she wants, first of all, 
is an answer; any old answer, 
and she will do almost any­ 
thing to get some kind of an­ 
swer. Once she gets it, a large 
part of the pressure is off. 
Children like this can’t stand 
a problem without a solution, 
even if they know that their so­ 
lution will probably be wrong. 
This panicky search for cer­ 
tainty, this inability to tolerate 
I unanswered questions and un­ 
solved problems seems to lie at 
the heart of many problems of 
I intelligence .

F a u b u s 
pledged a minimum average 
teacher salary raise of $1,800. 
1 The Arkansas Education Assn- 
ciaUon, which had fought Fau­ 
bus rn the past, supported him 
and helped him win. 
Item — Utah teachers formed 
the Utah Council for tho Im­ 
provement of Education, raised 
thousands 
of 
dollars, 
cam­ 
paigned hard and long. and 
helped elect a governor pledged 
to recommend the appropriation 
of millions of dollars of state aid 
to the schools 
In addition, ll 
educators won s?ats in the Utah 
Legislature. 
All across the country, die 
teachers who once slayed aloof 
from partisan 
politics a r e 
throwing 
their 
vote-getting 
weight around with a vengence. 
There are nearly two milltoa 
of them, they’re weO-orgaMbed, 
and they have learned that poli­ 
tics can be a completely respec­ 
table activity. 
Generally speaking, teachers 
have limited their politicking to 
educational issues

closed or not solved prior to 
Kennedy? ill-fated visit In none 
of the cases were names given 
In the two years, the sum­ 
mary added, "there were 115 
Texas cases in which the sub­ 
jects were no! judged to present 
a current hazard serious enough 
to warren! investigation " 
The summary said that in the 
same period 1.372 threat cases 
were investigated across the 
nation Only the Texas case* 
were cited in derail. 
Before Kennedy s trip a check 
of records wa? made to locate 
potentially dangerous persons 
along his travel route. A memo­ 
randum dated Dec 3. 1963. ll 
days after the assassination. 
said that none was found in the 
Dallas area but that two in the I 
Houston area were called to the 
attention of the Houston office. 
The name of Lee Harvey Os­ 
wald. Kennedy's assassin, was 
not in the section's files, the 
memorandum added. 
In one Houston case several 
associates said they had heard 
the subject sharply criticize 
Kennedy's policies, but had not 
heard him threaten the presi­ 
dent. Nevertheless, action was 
taken to ensure that, as an aux­ 
iliary sheriff, he would have 
nothing to do with protecting 
Kennedy when he visited Hous­ 
ton Nov. 21.

propaganda beating in Africa, 
but the root of Congolese rebels 
at Stanleyville likely has dam­ 
aged a key Chinese Communist 
enterprise. 


The Congo developments may 
even aggravate the already bad 
relations existing between the 
Soviet regime and Peking. 


In the long view. Interruption 
of Pekin’s pions to gain a foot­ 
hold in Africa's most critical 
area may prove more important 
to the West than the bruised 
feelings of leaders of new Afri­ 
can nations. 
The 
Congo 
developments 
strengthen 
an 
already strong 
impression 
that 
the 
Peking 
campaign in Africa has been 
directed against the Soviet Un­ 
ion as well as the United States 
and the West. 
This may explain why M o i - 
cow seemed slow in reacting to 
the events, which easily could 
have mushroomed into a big 
international crisis as s o o n as 
the Kremlin heard of plans to 
rv Belgian troops to the rebel 
capital at Stanleyfille. 
Ordinarily. U S. 
involvement 
against a left-oriented rebellion 
would 
have 
produced 
clamor 
and threats from Moscow. This 
time the response was mild. 
Time and again Peking h a s 
challenged Moscow in Africa. 
Only last week in a violent 
attack on supporters of the fall­ 
en Nikita Khrushchev — an as­ 
sault obviously aimed at men 
still in power in Moscow — Red 
China accused the Russians of 
perfidy in the Congo. 
This was an attack on the 
peaceful coexistence 
p o l i c y 
which the new Soviet regime 
says it will continue. Under this 
policy, the Red Chinese insisted. 
Khrushchev 
— 
meaning 
the 
whole Soviet leadership — **in- 
sturcted the Soviet delegate at 
the United Nations to vote for 
the dispatch of forces of aggres­ 
sion to the Congo, which helped 
the U S. imperialists suppress 
the Congolese people, and used

For 
many years I have been ask­ 
ing myself why intelligent chil­

school. The simple answer is 
"Because they’re ■cared.*’ 
What I now see for the first; 
time is the mechanism by which 
fear destroys intelligence, the 
way it affects a child's whole 
way of looking at. thinking about 
and dealing with life. So we 
have two problems, not one: lo 
atap children from being afraid, 
and then to break them of the 
bad thinking habits into which 
their fears have driven them 
What is most surprising of all 
is how much fear there is in 
school. Why is so little said 
about it?

Perhaps moot people do not 
recognize few in children when 
theJ see it. They can read the 
grossest signs af fear; they; 
know what the trouble is when1 
a -child dings howling to his 
mother; but the startler signs of 
fear escape them. It is these 
signs, in chikken’s faces, voic­ 
es and gestures, in their move­ 
ments and ways of working, that 
tell me plainly that most chil­ 
dren in school are scared most 
of file time, many of them very- 
scared. Like good soldiers, they 
control their fears, live with 
them, adjust themselves to it.- 
But the trouble is-and here, 
is a vital difference between; 
school and war—that the ad-* 
justments children 
make 
to 
their fears are almost wholly 
bad. destructive of their intel­ 
ligence and capacity. The scared 
fighter may be the best fighter, 
but flow scared learner hi always 
a poor learner.

Children see school almost en­ 
tirely in terms of the day-to- 
day and hourto-hour tasks that 
we impose on them This is not at 
all die way the teacher thinks 
of it. 
Teachers feel, as I once did, 
that their Interests and their stu­ 
dents’ w e Fmdam en tally the 
same. I used to feel that I was 
guiding and helping my students 
on a journey that they wanted 
to take hut could not take with­ 
out my help. It seemed very 
important to give students this 
feeling of being on a journey 
to a worth - while destination. 
I see now that most of my talk 
to this end was wasted breath. 


The valiant and resolute band 
of travelers I though I was lead­ 
ing toward a much-hoped-for 
destination turned out instead to 
be more like convicts in a 
chain gang, forced under threat 
of punishment to move along 
a rough path leading nobody 
knew where and down which they 
could see hardly more than a 
few steps ahead. School feels 
like this to children : it is a 
place where they make you go 
and where they tell you to do 
things and where they try to 
make your life unpleasant if you 
don't do these things or don't 
do them right 
For children, the central busi­ 
ness of school is not learning, 
whatever this vague word means. 
it is getting these daily tasks 
done, or at least out of the way, 
with a minimum of effort and 
unpleasantness Each task is an 
end in itself. The children don't 
care how they dispose of it. If 
they can get it out of the way 
by doing it, they will do it; if 
experience has taught them that 
this does not work very well, 
they will turn to other means, 
illegitimate means, that wholly 
defeat whatever purpose the 
task - giver may have had in 
mind. 
They are very good at getting 
other people to do their tasks 
for them I remember the day 
when Ruth opened my eyes. 
We had been doing math, and 
I was pleased with myself be­ 
cause, instead af telling her an­ 
swers and showing her how ta 
do problems, I was “mmkbag 
her think” by asking her ques­ 
tions. It was slow work. Ques­ 
tion after question met only sil­ 
ence. Each time. I had to think 
of a question easier and more 
pointed than the last, until I fin­ 
ally found one so easy that she 
would feel safe in answering 
it. 
Suddenly, looking at her as I 
waited for an answer to a ques­ 
tion, I saw with a start that she 
was not at all puzzled by what 
I had asked her. In fact, she 
was not even thinking about it 
She was cooly appraising me. 
weighing my patience, waiting for 
the next, sure-to-be-easier ques­ 
tion. I thought, “I’ve been had!” 
The girl had learned how to 
make me do her work for her. 
If I wouldn't tell her the an­ 
swers. very well, she would just 
let me question her right up to 
them. 


Schools and teachers seem 
'generally to be as blind to chil­ 
dren's strategies as I was. Oth­ 
erwise, they would teach their 
course and assign their tasks so 
; that students who really thought 
about the meaning of the sub­ 
ject would have the best chance 
of succeeding, while those woo 
tried to do the tasks by illegiti­ 
mate means, without thinking or 


I understanding, would be foiled. 
I But the reverse seems to be the 
case. Schools give every encour­ 
agement to producers, the kids 
whose idea is to get * Tight an­ 
swers” by any and all means. 
In a system that runs on “right 
answers,” they can hardly help 
it. And these schools are often 
very discouraging places Iv 
thinkers.
